Murray called Stephens’ remarks 
“a lot of filthy professional bunk.” 


“T say,” said Murray, “I was 
astonished here today to note that 
statement, designed obviously for 
the purpose of reaching the news- 
papers and creating the impres- 
sion among the public that the 
representatives of this organiza- 
tion were engaged in some diabol- 
ical enterprise intended to under- 
mine the welfare of the United 
States Government and its people.” 


The increase being sought ad- 
mittedly goes beyond the “little 
steel” formula which has been 
made the yardstick for wage hikes. 

Today's session was called simp- 
ly to settle on procedure for hear- 
ing the union’s demands.

May Be Eliminated to Avoid Tax 


Hotels and Restaurants Consider Plans to 
save Patrons’ Money—30 Pct. Cabaret 
Levy in Effect April 1. 


Leading St. Louis hotels and 
restaurants that provide dancing 
and entertainment are considcring 


elimination of these features dur- 
ing the dinner hours each eve- 
ning, to allow their customers to 
escape as much as possible of the 
new 30 per cent Federal cabaret 
tax that goes into effect April 1. 

Howev r, thefe probably will be 
dancing and entertainment during 
the later h urs, after the majority 
of diners have finished a cabaret- 
tax-free meal, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The present Federal cabaret tax 
is only 5 per cent, but this will be 
increased by 25 per cent. The tax 
will a, ply to all money spent for 
admission, food or refreshment at 
places where dancing, floor shows 
or vocal entertainment is provided. 

The office of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue holds, however, 


that the 30 per cent tax will not 
apply in places where no entertain- 
ment, except for instrumental 
music by orchestras or by me- 
chanical devices, without dancing, 
is provided. Vocal entertainment 
makes a place a cabaret, so far 
as the. tax is concerned, which 
means that torch singers who now 
perform in numerous cocktail 
loung.s prolably will be heard 
there no longer. 

The managements of such places 
seem to feel that thtir customers 
do not care enough for singers to 
pay a third more for their drinks 
for the pleasure of hearing them. 


The managements of the Chase 
and Coronado hotels said they 
have decided on no definite pro- 
tective policy for their patrons.

A member of the Police Depart- 
ment was told a week before Tim- 
othy R. (Ted) Cronin was waylaid 
and shot that Cronin was 
marked for assassination, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

“Ted Cronin is a clay pigeon,” 
' policeman was told by a St. 
Louis gangster. 

Cronin, boss of the AFL Service 
Car Drivers’ Union, who was at- 
tacked last Thursday night in true 
gangster fashion, is in St. John's 
Hospital recovering from four 
wounds in the left arm suffered 
when two men drove up beside his 


stalled auto and poured eight bul- 
lets into it, , 


He insists he didn’t recognize his 
assaflants and says with a grin 
and a wink that the shooting 
arose from his resistance to an 
attempted holdup. 


“There is no reason I know of,” 
he maintains, “why anyone should 
try to kill me.” 


Police, attempting to learn who 
Cronin’s assailants were, frankly 
disbelieve his story of the at- 
tempted holdup. “We have a new 
principal concern,” Chief of De- 
tectives Herman Siebels said to- 
day. “That is to prevent reprisals 
pay Cronin gets out of the hos- 
pital.” 


Former Gunman Arrested. 


Police last night arrested Mon- 
roe (Blackie) Armes, former gun- 
man for the Shelton gang, for 
questioning in the Cronin shoot- 
ing. Armes, who lives in Hast St. 
Louis and is employed at Madison, 
has been sought since the shoot- 
ing occurred, 


Armes, brought to St, Louis, was 
taken to Cronin at the hospital. 


“I never saw him before in my 
life,” Cronin declared. Both he 
and Armes were arrested for ques- 
tioning last year in the killing 
of William P. (Dinty) Colbeck, 
leader of the old Egan gang. 
Armes was held for further in- 
vestigation. 


Laurence Callanan, a former 
convict, who has been held since 
the shooting, was released today. 
Callanan, who was questioned also

Admits Mistake by Roosevelt. 

The highlight of Daniels’ testi- 
mony today was his concession 
that President Roosevelt had 
“made a mistake” in telling a 
press conference three weeks ago 
that he had not heard of any 
trouble in the REA recently. The 
President's statement was made 
im response to a question by Ray- 
mond P. Brandt, chief Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, who advised Roosevelt 
of Slattery’s testimony earlier in 
the day that he had been called 
to the White House by Daniels 
and asked to resign. 

Daniels said today, in discuss- 
ing the point, that he did sum- 
mon Slattery to his office Feb. 10 
and request him to resign, and 
he did so with the approval of 
the President. “Things were go- 
ing along so badly in St. Louis 
(headquarters of the REA) that 
we thought something had to be 
done to restore order,” said 
Daniels. 

Asked to explain why the Pres- 
ident had disavowed any knowl- 
edge of recent disharmony in the 
REA in view of his conversation 
with Daniels early in February; 
the witness replied: “The Presi- 
dent has a great many important 
problems on his mind and cannot 
be expected to remember the de- 
tails of everything. At his press 
conference, when asked about the 
matter, he answered the question 
very casually, I think he made a 

istake.” 

He said the President got the 
impression, during his discussions 
with Daniels over the dissention 
within the REA, that Slattery was 
not “on top of the ball adminis- 
tratively,” and that it would be 
best to try to find a new job in 
the Government for him...

MOSCOW, March 8 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Gregory K. Zhukov’s First 
Ukranian Army fought today

resistance of the enemy.” 

But still the Red Army rolled 
on, expanding its hold on the 
Odessa-Warsaw railway and mov- 
ing to within 70 miles of the im- 
portant industrial and rail city of 
Lwow in old Poland. 

“The landscape is becoming ever 
more complicated,” reported Capt. 
Andrei Belaiev, the Red Star cor- 
respondent. He said there were 
many small lakes, which have 
overflowed large areas of the 
countryside, as well as numerous 
streams and small forests. 

In this battle of mud, Belaiev 
reported, the Russians resorted to 
the use of long lines of sledges 
hitched behind tanks. Tommy- 
gunners were piled into the sledg- 
es and tanks, which cut through 
the muddy Ukrainian fields -to 
reach the roads behind the enemy 
lines. 

Field dispatches said that the 
Germans have congregated large 
forces of infantry and tanks, seek- 


ing to hold their communication |) 


lines in the Ukraine. 
Fields Almost Impassable. 


“This is understandable,” Red 
Star said, “because of the lack of 
roads and the fact that the fields 
are practically impassable for the 
troops.”

FIFTH ARMY BEACHHEAD, 
Anzio, Feb. 2 (Delayed), (AP).— 
Nearly 900 United States Rangers, 
two battalions, striking in the 
dark early Sunday (Jan. 30) morn- 
ing, infiltrated some four miles 
through enemy lines and reached 
the outskirts of Cisternd, only to 
find themselves surrounded and 
so heavily outnumbered as to 
make fighting appear futile. 

But they did fight until their 
ammunition was gone. Only a 
handful of stragglers have man- 
aged to filter back through the 
Nazi lines to tell the story. 

Even now it is not known 
whether they were the victims of 
a clever German trap or merely 
a fantastic fluke of war. (The 
Germans announced at the time 
that about 100 of the Rangers 
were killed and the rest taken 
prisoner.) 

The American main lines were 
almost five miles from Cisterna 
when the Rangers jumped off to 
spearhead a general attack at 2 
a. m. Sunday. A full infantry 
regiment was on their right. On 
their left was another. Behind 
them, as reinforcements, another 
Ranger battalion was set to fol-

Their job was to “get through 
the enemy lines as quietly as pos- 
sible; get into town; entrench 
themselves; start raising all the 
hell possible.” 

The enemy strength before Cis- 
terna was not believed sufficient 
to hold off the rest of the attack 
for any length of time. 

As the Rangers slipped toward 
Cisterna, heavy German reinforce- 
ments were moving from the town 
toward the Allied lines. The op- 
posing forces bypassed each other 
except for a few German guards 
the Rangers killed. 

Trouble started when the rein- 
forcing Ranger battalion ran into 
the Nazis the first Rangers had 
passed in the night.

trol of Los Negros Island in the 
Admiralties. Forces which land- 
ed Sunday on the north coast of 
New Guinea 30 miles west of Sai- 
dor expanded their holdings both 
to the east and west. 

The Willaumez Penninsula oper- 
ation, carried out by Marines at-

Fires Set in City Visi- 
ble for 100 Miles—

LONDON, March 8 (AP).— 
Strong forces of Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators — possibly 1100 
bombers—set huge fires In Berlin 
today in the American Air Force's 
third bombing of the Germans 
capital in five days. 

More than 10,000 explosive 
bombs blasted the city. More than 
350,000 incendiary bombs set the 
fires, 

From these officially announced 
figures, the British Press Asso- 
ciation estimated that possibly 
1100 heavy bombers made the 
trip, escorted by as many fighters. 


opened up over the city to disclose 


the targets. 

Returning Anierican flyers said 
heavy black smoke from fires 
Berlin was visible for 100 miles. 

It was the American heavy bomb- 
ers’ eighth big assault in 10 days, 
and came after only one day's in- 
terval since the last heavy attack 
on the German capital. Mon- 
day the Americans lost 68 heavy 
bombers, 11 fighters and about 
700 airmen while shooting down 
176 Nazi fighters. 

The American daylight aerial 
campaign against Berlin started 
Friday when Lightning fighters 
penetrated to the capital. This 
was followed up Saturday by the 
Americans’ first bomber attack, 
by one formation. : 


German Claims. 

The Berlin radio told of heavy 
fighting on the approaches to the 
capital and said more than 80 
American planes were downed, 
German claims following Monday’s 
raid were almost double the of- 
ficially announced figure. 

The German radio said aerial 
combat started about 1 p. m., a 
half hour after the American force 
crossed the German frontier. 

“The execution of this attack was 
very nearly perfectly similar to 
the one adopted the day before 
yesterday,” the broadcast contin- 
ued 


The radio said the bombers 
came over in “seven main forma- 
tions” under heavy escort. . 

P-47 Unit Downs 27 Nazis. 

The first group of escorting 
Thunderbolt fighters to return re- 
ported shooting down 27 Nazi 
planes. 

Mustang fighter pilots who cov~ 
ered the second wave of bombers 
reported they saw only a half 
dozen German fighters, and shot 
down three of these. 

They said the defense was not 
nearly so intense as on Monday. 

Lt. Col. George R. Bickell, of 
Belleville, N. J., who led the Mus- 
tangs both today and Monday, 
said:

LUCAS OPPOSES COMPROMISE

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP),

JEFFERSON CITY, March 8.— 
Additional social security appro- 
priations of $3,466,160 to supple- 
ment the $68,911,460 already al- 
lotted for that purpose for the 
1943-1944 biennial period are urged 
in estimates of needs prepared by 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sion for Gov. Donnell and the 
pending special session of the 

Legislature. 

These proposals, which will en- 
counter opposition in the Legisla- 
ture after it convenes March 15, 
particularly items for direct relief 
and administration costs, were de- 
clared necessary in a memoran- 
dum mide public last night by 
Parke M. Banta, State Social Se- 
curity Administrator. 

The Governor recommended ap- 
propriation of additional funds for 
social security in his call for the 
special session, issued last Satur- 
day, but without specifying the 
amount. He has not disclosed the 
total he will propose in his mes- 
sage to the legislators next week, 
but his recommendation is not ex- 
pected to vary materially from the 
commission estimates. 

If the commission’s requests are 
approved by the Legislature, s0- 
cial security funds for the two- 
year period would be increased to 
a new record figure of $72,377,620. 

Where Money Will Go. 

Additional funds urged by the 
commission, and the amounts 
heretofore appropriated for these 
purposes for the 1943-1944 bien- 
nium, are: 

Old-age pensions, two million 
dollars, half from State and half 
from Federal funds; $52,750,000 al- 
ready appropriated. 

Aid to dependent children, $830,-

Needs May Go Under Figure. 

Administrator Banta, in an- 
nouncing the estimates, said an 
additional $1,500,000 for old-age 
pensions might meet the needs for 
full payment of pensions, but said 
two million dollars was suggested 
so there could be no question of 
sufficient funds being available. 

When the original biennial ap- 
propriation for pensions was 
mace, it appeared adequate, Banta 
said. “Because of the continued 
rise in the cost of. living, which 
made it necessary for us to in- 
crease grants to a great many re- 
cipients,” he said, “we find our 
estimate were too conservative.” 

While the number of pensioners 
on the rolls had decreased, he said, 
the increased grants to meet ris- 
ing costs had caused expenditures 
to exceed the estimates. 

“It now appears certain that un- 
less additional funds are made 
available,” he said, “we cannot 
continue to make old-age assist- 
ance payments in accordance with 
need throughout the remainder of 
the year.”

16, 1943, in building 105. The first 
count said Stukheil concealed 
from Army officers the fact that 
some rejected ammunition had not 
been reinspected. Instead, it con- 
tinued, Stukheil made entries on 
tags indicating the ammunition 
had been reinspected, when in 
reality it had not. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, who made inquiry 
into inspection methods at. the 
huge plant at Goodfellow boule- 
vard, said the latter counts re- 
ferred to Stukheil’s alleged by- 
passing of required inspection 
methods both by machinery and 
visual means and certifying that 
‘such inspection of cartridges had 
been made, when in reality it had 
not, 

As foreman of the gauge and 
weigh department, F. B. I. agents 
said, it was Stukheil’s duty to see 
that each cartridge made at the 
plant was weighed on a machine 
resembling a wheel. The cart- 
ridge, under inspection,. is placed 
on a spoke of the wheel and, if 
it weighs more than the required 
amount, the spoke drops it, If 
it weighs too little, the spoke rises 
and the cartridge is brushed off 
by an automatic arm, 

The second phase of Stukhelil’s 
inspection required that each 
cartridge be placed on a die, or 
gauge to determine whether it was 
the correct size, agents said. In 
addition to these inspections, the 


feartridge should have heen close- 


ly scrutinized for defects in the 
metal. 

Stukheil, who is now employed 
at the Chevrolet Motor Co. plant 
at Union boulevard and Natural 
Bridge road, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that “it was impossible 
to maintain adequate inspection 
operations at the Ordnance plant 
because of the strict demands of 
the production department.” 

He said that, in effect, the pro- 
duction department “ran the plant 
and told us they didn’t care how 
our jobs were done so long as they 
were done and production sched- 
ules maintained.” 

Concerning the first count in 
the indictment, Stukheil said he 
had signed tags on rejected 
cartridges, indicating they had 
been .reinspected 100 per cent, 
when in fact they had not, He ex- 
plained that the rejected material 
had been turned down by visual 
inspectors because of scratches or 
other minor defects. When he had 
the rejects weighed and gauged, 
he said, they measured up to re- 
quirements so he passed them, 

No Uniformity in Method. 

There was no uniformity to in- 
spection methods at the plant, he 
said, “Kach inspector had his own 
ideas,” he added, “and followed 
them.” 

Five weeks ago Stukheil was 
dismissed from his job, he said, 
because he refused to accept a 
supervisory position over a group 
of Negro workers.

Nine persons—among them J. 
Fred Koenig, a Republican dele- 
gate to the Missouri Constitutional 
Convention, and Bennie Greenberg, 
saloonkeeper who in 1927 shot and 
killed the Cuckoo gangster Frank 
Selvaggi—were indicted by the 
Federal grand jury today as mem- 
bers of a $100,000 black market 
liquor ring.

Fuel Co., 4567 De Tonty street; 
Louis L. Horen, president and 
treasurer of the company, and Am- 
brose K. Brettelle, official weigher 
for the concern, on charges of 
conspiracy and violation of Office. 
of Price Administration regula- 
tions by misrepresenting the grade 
of coal sold to St. Louis consum- 
ers. 


The jury, in its partial report to 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore, returned a total 
of 17 indictments, two of which 
were suppressed, 

$100,000 in Three Months. 

The liquor indictment specifical- 
ly charged Koenig, once a super- 
visor of the office of the Circuit 
Clerk, Greenberg and their alleged 
associates with conspiring to avoid 
payment of wholesale liquor deal- 
ers’ licenses. The defendants were 
arrested last December by Federal 
alcohol tax agents, who asserted 
the ring disposed of at least 5000 
cases of whisky in three months 
last fall, making a profit through 
illegal transactions of about $100,- 
000 


The other defendants in the 
liquor case are Albert Fein, a pro- 
fessional bondsman; Joseph G. 
Scheer, a former tavern operator; 
Max Feldman, an employe of 
Greenberg; Mr. and Mrs, J. Oliver 
Blackmore, a truck driver and 
tavern operator and his wife; Ed- 
ward Kage, a secondhand dealer, 
and Mrs. Grace Koenig, Koenig’s 
wife.

ber and October. Purchase of the 
whisky from the Midwest concern 
was made possible by a $42,000 
loan which Scheer obtained from 
the Mutual Bank & Trust Co. on 
a note indorsed by Fein and Koe- 
nig. 

Quantities of whisky, the indict- 
ment alleged, were eventually 
traced to various. taverns and 
drug stores here. A large amount 
was found in a Wichita (Kan.) 

Similar transactions 
by the ring in \obtaining quanti- 
ties of whisky for distribution t 
retailers were cited.

Counsel Sought File. 


Before the committee voted to 
abandon its request for the Presi- 
dent’s confidential REA file, Com- 
mittee Counsel Carroll L, Beedy, 
apparently intent on getting the 
file, declared that the current in- 
quiry might be “wholly blocked” 
by the withholding of the file. 

“Under the Constitution,” he 
went on, “the legislative branch 
has been the dominant branch of 
the Government. It may even 
call the President before it and 
dismiss him, through impeach- 
ment proceedings. We have full 
right to obtain any information 
pertinent to this inquiry, so long 
as the divulgence of that informa- 
tion would not embarrass the 
President in his relations with 
foreign powers, or be inimical to 
the security of the nation.” 

The committee, however, seemed 
fully satisfied with Daniels’ testi- 
mony and disinclined to create a 
new issue by pressing for the file.

the German counterattacks are 
from an established line which the 
Nazis intend toh old, or from the 
remnants of the beaten divisions 
which. have been regrouped and 
which are seeking to regain con- 
trol of the Odessa-Warsaw trunk 
railway, which is a life-line to 
Field Marshal Fritz von Mann- 
stein’s troops in the Black Sea 
area, in the lower tip of Ukraine 
and in Moldavia. 

Zhukov’s progress is still steady, 
dispatches said, and with his com- 
munications firmly. established, he 
is believed to be strong enough to 
press home his offensive towards 
Lwow and Rumania. 


200 More Towns Taken. 


The capture yesterday of Pod- 
volochisk, eight miles west of 
Volochisk, extended the Russian- 
held sector of the Odessa-Warsaw 
railway to 26 miles, with its west- 
ern end about 25 miles east of 
the junction town of Tarnapol. 
Another Russian spearhead cap- 
tured the town of Igrovitsa, only 
nine miles northwest of Tarnopol 
and 82 miles west of the old Polis 
border. 


Yesterday’s advance by the 
forces under Zhukov liberated 200 
more localities in the densely- 
populated western Ukrainian coun- 
try. The Germans hurled strong 
infantry and tank forces against 
the Red Army, especially in the 
Staro-Konstantinov sector south 
of Shepetovka, but were hurled 
back, leaving more than 1000 dead 
on. the battlefield. Numerous 
pieces of war equipment, including 
60 tanks, were destroyed or cap- 
tured and many prisoners were 
taken, the Soviet communique 
said. 

The district center of Staraya 
Sinyava, 50 miles southeast of 
Shepetovka and 30 miles north- 
east of Proskurov, was among the 
more important towns listed as 
taken. 

Zhukov'’s advance, now in its 


fourth day, was averaging more 
than 20 miles a day, in some areas 
as much as 30 miles. 


Germans’ Danger. 

The cutting of the Odessa-War- 
saw trunk railway has thrown 
the Germans back on the six 
tributary lines going into Ru- 
mania. These are single-track 
roads winding generally south- 
westward, and lead to bases in 
Rumania believed to be greatly 
inferior to those the Germans 
have in Poland. Heavy rains hav- 
ing turned much of this region 
into mud, the rail routes became 
especially important, 

The Germans’ 50 or more divi- 
sions have been shunted roughly 
into a triangular area of the 
Southwestern Ukraine, with their 
backs against the Dniester River 
and the Carpathian Mountains. 

The battles of the southern front 
hold more peril for the Germans 
than those in the north because a 
defeat in the south would clear a 
path for the Russians into the 
Balkans and leave the Axis satel- 
lites in that part of Europe with 
a dilemma like that Finland al- 
ready has encountered. This is 
the problem of whether to sur- 
render to the Russians when large 
numbers of German troops still 
are in occupation. 

Baltic Front, 

On the Baltic front, the Rus- 
sian communique reported arrival 
of heavy German air reinforce- 
ments in the Narva sector, where 
Gen, Leonid A. Govorov is at- 
tempting to enlarge the Red Army 
bridgeheads west of the Narova 
River. Fifty-five German planes 
were reported shot down yester- 
day and 500 Nazi troops killed in 
the land fighting. The Russians 
reported the capture of several 
atrongly-fortitied localities. 


900 U. S. RANGERS 
FOUGHT TO END 
BEFORE CISTERNA

time, the flanking regiments of 
infantry on the right and left hit 
opposition, 

By the time the Rangers 
reached the outskirts of Cisterna 
they were unsupported. 

Even so, they might have made 
it had they reached Cisterna be- 
fore dawn and entrenched them- 
selves solidly, but only the ad- 
vance platoons actually got into 
the city before the fighting broke 
out in full force. 

Despite the odds, according to 
survivors, the Rangers elected to 
fight it out. 


One platoon reached a building 
where two German tanks were 
parked, machine-gunned the sleep- 
ing crewmen and appropriated the 
tanks, 


Both tanks were almost immedi- 
ately knocked out by our own 
guns, whose observers knew only 
that two enemy tanks were roam- 
ing around in the area where the 
Rangers were supposed to be. 

“So then we went back into the 
house and got set to stick it out,” 
a returning Ranger told Lt. Edwin 
Dean of Springfield, Mo., and Lt. 
Jim Altieri of Philadelphia, offi- 
cers of the reinforcing battalion 
which he rejoined. 

Struck With Tanks. 

“They attacked us there with 
about 250 men, a couple of tanks, 
plenty of machine guns, machine 
pistols and grenades,” said the 
Ranger who didn't want his name 
used, “there were only about 20 
of us left in the platoon, but we 
drove them off with rifles and 
machine guns.” 

Eventually their ammunition 
was used up and only a handful 
remained alive and unwounded. A 
captain, who had been wounded 
several times, ordered the surviv- 


|ors to escape if possible, leaving 
(him to the eventual care of Ger- 


man medics. The men protested, 
but eventually agreed. 

The same scene was apparently 
being duplicated by other platoons. 
It was about noon when the last 
radio message from the beleag- 
uered battalion reached headquar- 
ters saying they were outnum- 
bered and were being overpowered 
rapidly.

FASHION BASEMENT 


Wartime Report of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad 


SUMMARY OF 97th ANNUAL REPORT which was mailed to stockholders at the end of 
February. Operating revenues increased $141,298,532 over 1942. Operating expenses in- 
creased $109,369,984, Taxes increased $55, 826,689, or 44.8% over the previous year. Net 
income was $85,418,484, a decrease of $16,050,309. 


THE YEAR 1943 


The war continued to dominate the ever 
increasing transportation effort. While per- 
formance was highly satisfactory from the 
standpoint of meeting every demand of the 
war emergency, it could not of necessity be 
wholly adequate from the standpoint of the 
character of the service performed, particu- 
larly the passenget service. Nevertheless, 
considering the abnormal conditions that 
prevailed throughout the year, the results as 
a whole can be viewed as a creditable achieve- 
ment, There was a heavy increase in the 
volume of business handled, the railroad 
being operated to a greater capacity than 
ever before. 


Notwithstanding decreases in rates, operat- 
ing revenues increased $141,298,532 due to 
the greater volume of traffic, both passenger 
and freight, but this very fact, together with 
higher costs of material and fuel and in- 
creases in wages, resulted in an increase in 
operating expenses of $109,369,984. At the 
same time, taxes increased by $55,826,689, 
or 44.8%, over the previous year. 


Despite the fact that the Company in 1943 
did the largest business in its history, its Net 
Income was less than in 1942 by some 
$16,050,309 because of the substantial in- 
creases in operating costs and taxes men- 
tioned above. It seemed wise to maintain 
the dividend at the same rate as paid in 
1942, namely, 5%, or $2.50 per share, Divi- 
dends at this rate were accordingly paid 
in 1943. 


THE NATIONAL EMERGENCY 


In 1943, the railroads performed a service 
unequalled in the history of transportation. 
They were called upon to handle a volume 
of freight and passenger traffic exceeding 
that of the record year 1942. 


The ability of the railroads to handle 
this record volume of traffic was due to 
further improvements in facilities and oper- 
ating methods; to splendid cooperation be- 
tween the railroads, the shippers and 
employes, the Army and Navy, and other 
agencies of Government, and to the con- 
tinued helpful attitude of the Office of 
Defense Transportation. 


The railroads look to the future with the 
conviction that they: will keep in the fore- 
front of industrial progress, and will meet 
successfully the competition to be expected. 
They are convinced that no other form of 
transportation can supplant the railroads un- 
less unintelligent regulation, excessive sub- 
sidization of competitors or inequitable 
taxes shall so overburden them as to deprive 
them of equality of opportunity, an essential 
in any sound economic order. 


TAXES 


The railroads, always a heavily taxed in- 
dustry, are accustomed to bearing their full 
share of the cost of government, and well 
realize that any excessive profits derived 
from the war effort should be subject to 
taxation as are the excess profits of any other 
industry; but the determination of whas 
profits are excessive should not ignore the 
plain facts respecting the railroad industry, 
its position and needs. 


During the last several decades, the proc- 
esses of regulation have made it necessary 


for most of the financing by the railroads to 
be done with borrowed money for which 
they are not given adequate credit in calcu- 
lating teurn on investment. Again, the mil- 

roads have not been, like other industries, ia 
a position to carry adequate charges for 
depreciation and obsolescence-amortization, 
and income which should properly be charged 
off for these purposes is subject to the excess 
profits tax. Thus, the railroads find a large 
part of what is, in fact, no more than a 
reasonable return on their investment treated 
as excess profits and subjected to an 
enormous excess profits tax, where in fact 
no excess profits exist. 


The effect on the railroads of the so-called 


_ excess profits tax is not only to deprive them 


of a reasonable return on their investment, 
but to prevent them from laying aside out of 
current earnings the reserves needed for 
future expenditures which are being made 
inevitable by wartime conditions and the 
pressure of wartime traffic, 


Sound public policy not only justifies but 
should require the accumulation by the 
railroads of large post-war reserves to meet 
post-war changes in transportation practices 
and methods, but the tax policy of the 
Government is heading them along the same 
unfortunate path as at the close of the last 
war, when the railroads had to borrow large 
sums of money and go into debt to revamp 
their properties. 


Today, while the railroads are doing the 
largest business in their history, it would be 
advantageous not only to them, but also to 
the public at large and to railroad em- 
ployes as a whole, if the tax laws were 
amended so as to permit the creation now 
of the reserves needed for post-war rehabil- 
itation, with resulting greater employment 
in the post-war period, 


FUNDED DEBT 


The Pennsylvania Railroad System has 
retired or purchased during the year debt in 
the hands of the public amounting to 
$45,354,220, which, after allowing for the 
issuance of $12,240,000 Equipment Trust 
Obligations, makes a net reduction in debe 
of System Companies in the hands of the 
public of $33,114,220. 


During the last five years, there has been a 
net reduction of $124,000,000 in the debt 
of the System in the hands-of the public. 


STOCKHOLDERS 


The Capital Stock of the Company at the 
close of the year was owned by 209,618 
stockholders, an increase of 3,653 compared 
with December 31, 1942, with an average 
holding of 62.8 shares. 


The management is always appreciative 
of the cooperation extended by security 
holders, the public and employes. It recog- 
nizes its responsibility to keep the stock- 
holders, the employes and the public gen- 
erally, informed as to the Company's 
business, service, finances and other im- 
portant matters, which is done through 
advertising in newspapers and magazines, 
in announcements to the press and in the 
dissemination of information in other forms, 
as well as in the anoual report. 


THE EMPLOYES 


The Board takes pleasure in acknowledging the continued efficiency and loyalty of the 
employes, which made possible the handling of a volume of traffic exceeding that of any 


year in the history of the Company. 


44,448 employes of the System have entered the Armed Forces, serving in every part of the 
world, of whom 123 have made the supreme sacrifice. 


Many thousands of new employes have had to be trained to take their places, including 


21,730 women who are now in the railroad service. 


Never were the demands upon the employes so great; never have they met the burden more 


eficiently and more courageously.

International Labor Office Program to Be 
Put Before Conference at Philadelphia 
April 20—Shift From War Economy to 
Require 130 Million Positions, It Says.

WASHINGTON, March &. 


HE International Labor Office, in a comprehensive report made 
public today, recommends that the various nations begin at once 
to gather full information on the educational and occupational 


backgrounds of members of the armed forces for use in planning 
demobilization into peacetime jobs.. 7 

It is pointed out that the United States already has taken the 
Jead in this respect, by developing a useful technique of “conversion 
tables,” in ‘which Army and Navy jobs are compared with civilian. 
jobs in terms of the qualifications required, 


The recommendations of the In- 
ternational “Labor Office will be 
studied by the International Labor 
Conference when it meets in Phil- 
adelphia April 20. Both groups 
are units of the international labor 
organization set up by the League 
of Nations. The organization, 
which moved its headquarters 
from Geneva to Montreal at the 
start of the war, includes in its 
membership countries like the 
United States which have nevef 
belonged to the League, 

Under the I. L. O. constitution, 
the governments of the member 
states of the organization are re- 
quired to bring any recommenda- 
tion adopted by the conference to 
the attention of their national au- 
thorities for legislative or other 
action. 

The proposed code prepared by 
the office covers all aspects of the 
problem of organizing employment 
in the transition period, and enu- 
merates in detail those measures 
which the office believes should be 
taken “to help employers secure 
the most suitable workers, to help 
workers find the most suitable em- 
ployment, and generally to insure 
that, at any given moment, the 
necessary skills are available and 
distributed satisfactorily among 
the various branches of production 
and the various areas.” 


130 Million Jobs Needed. 


It is estimated in the report 
that jobs will have to be found 
for more than 130 million persons 
as the war economy is dismantled. 
To solve this gigantic task, it will 
be necessary to make plans now 
to maintain employment oppor- 
tunities and to bring together the 
available workers and the avail- 
able jobs in an orderly manner. 


Employment redistribution, the 
report asserts, will require: 

Co-ordinated plans for the or- 
derly demobilization and reinte- 
gration in civil life of members 
of the armed forces, and for 
the re-employment of displaced 
workers. 

The transfer of millions of 
workers from one job, industry, 
occupation or area to another. 

The development, re-organiza- 
tion and co-ordination of facili- 
ties for the training of young 
and adult workers, and an exten- 
sion of vocational guidance pro- 


grams. 

Flexible public works 
grams, planned in advance. 
Provision for financial as- 
sistance for persons temporarily 

unemployed. 

Well-developed and efficient 
employment machinery. 

In any plans for demobilization, 
the report notes, governments 
must make military factors the 
prime consideration. The age and 
length of service of those in uni- 
form will be taken into account 
in such demobilization programs. 
Within these necessary limits, ihe 
code recommends that the various 
governments consider the advisa- 
bility of timing demobilization to 
coincide with expanding employ- 
ment opportunities. 

It also suggests the early de- 
mobilization of key workers who 
could accelerate reconstruction. 


Industry- Labor Collaboration. 


In a section concerning the de- 
mobilization of war industries, the 
report also recommends that gov- 
ernments should invite the col- 
laboration of workers and employ- 
ers in developing 
plans. Formulation of a unified 
national reconversion policy and 
program is essential. 

Since policy with respect to the 
disposal of g@vernment war plant 
capacity and contract termination 


pro- 


reconversion | 


will affect the employment pros- 
pects of millions of workers, pol- 
icy in these matters, it is stated, 
should be settled before the war 
ends, and the employment situa- 
tion should be one of the factors 
taken into consideration. 

It is further proposed that vo- 
cational guidance facilities be 
made available to all persons seek- 
ing such advice, and that the na- 
tions should establish national 
training and retraining programs 
geared to the postwar needs of 
the economy. Special student aid 
programs also are recommended, 
and it is urged that the minimum 
school-leaving age be raised to 15 
everywhere. 

The redistribution of woman 
workers should be planned on the 
principle of complete equality of 
opportunity for men and women 
on the basis of individual merit, 
skill and experience, the report 
goes on. Measures should be tak- 
en to encourage the establishment 
of equa? pay for equal work, 


Demobilization Problems. 


Turning in detail to the com- 
plex problems presented by de- 
mobilization, the report said: “It 
would be impossible, as well as un- 
desirable, for military demobiliza- 
tion to take place in one huge 
wave, There is thus little cause 
for fear that the employment mar- 
ket will be inundated overnight by 
millions of war veterans seeking 
work, 

“Even if the war should end 
simultaneously in all parts of the 
world—an unlikely conjecture — 
many factors, and especially trans- 
port shortages, would limit the 
size of the demobilization pool at 
any given moment during the 
transition from war to peace, 
Moreover, considerable numbers of 
men may have to continue in the 
forces after, as well as during, the 
armistice period.” 

The practical necessity for car- 
rying out demobilization by stages, 
the report continues, will tend to 
facilitate the adjustment of the 
employment market to new condi- 
tions, and will make it possible to 
take the employment situation 
into account, to some extent, in 
paseine the rate of demobiliza- 
ion. 

“It will not be possible, all the 
same, to slow up demobilization 
much beyond the exigencies of the 
military situation,” it is stated. 
“The pressures for rapid demobili- 
zation will be tremendous. 


Experience in Last War. 


“The vast majority of service 
men and women waht. above all 
else to free themselves of service 
restraints, to get home to their 
families and friends at the first 
possible moment, and to try to 
find a job by their own efforts. 
This is their primary desire, even 
though they know that it may be 
illogical in terms of re-employment 
as a whole. 

“Once the war is over, the dif- 

ficulties of holding men in the 
forces will be formidable. It is 
only necessary to recall the dis- 
turbances which took place after 
the last war—for example, the dis- 
quiet among Canadian troops 
overseas who became impatient at 
demobilization delays. Moreover, 
the families of mobilized men 
will also exerci.e tremendous preés- 
sure for their release. The strong- 
est-minded politicians and admin- 
| istrators will find it difficult to re- 
| Sist these social forces.

Each step to be taken by the 
United Nations with regard. to 
Germany, from the moment of 
Germany’s surrender, should be 
taken only as part of an integral 
plan agreed upon by all of the 
United Nations. This plan should 
represent their definite judgment 
as to the surest means of prevent- 
ing the German menace from 
again ravaging humanity in the 
years to come. 

If this requirement needed to 
be emphasized, one has only to 
read Col. Stephen. Bonsal’s exceed- 
ingly timely book, “Unfinished 
Business.” This diary of the last 
peace conference demonstrates 
again that one of the chief reasons 
why German military aggression 
was once more able to lay waste 
a great part of the civilized world 
is that the Allied powers, when 
they met in Paris in 1919, had 
reached no agreements upon any 
international peace machinery, nor 
even upon a common policy _to- 
wards a defeated Germany.

For a 25-Hour Week 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The article, “Men and Jobs After the 
War—A Great Overshadowing Prob- 
lem,” in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, was 
quite timely and very absorbing. 

The logical solution to this problem 
is to shorten the work week from the 
1940 average of 44 hours to a 1946 aver- 
age of 25 hours. If we have increased 
the production capacity per worker 17 
per cent, as the article points out, and 
we were able to provide jobs for only 
37 million people before the war, this 
great reduction in hours is the only con- 
clusion we can reach, 

The alternative would be to let the 
Government be the chief buyer and dis- 
tributing agent for the millions of un- 
employed—to continue the pre-war trend 
of letting 37 million workers support 
themselves and their nine million un- 
employed brethren. 

Any such reduction of hours would 
of necessity mean a considerably higher 
hourly wage rate to assure a reasonable 
income, This, in turn, would mean high- 
er prices, which would be no innovation 
in this day and age. 

America is at the crossroads: Shall 
it be complicated Government control 
or shall the American system of free en- 
terprise be allowed to live by the sim- 
ple expedient of shortening the work 
week?

A Principle at Stake 


In a handbjll circulated by the Communist 
party of St. Louis, citizens of St. Louis are ex- 
citedly urged to defend the city “from Fascist 
invasion.” The “invasion” referred to is the 
forthcoming appearance at the Municipal Audi- 
torium of Gerald L. K, Smith, the Detroit rabble- 
rouser, 

It ig true, of course, that Smith is a dema- 
gogue of the worst type who deals in the lowest 
form of human passion and prejudice, It is also 
true that. the City of St. Louis, as a matter of 
tradition and principle, is devoted to free speech 
guaranteed to all citizena by Article I of the 
Bill of Rights. 

The local Communists exist in St. Louis by 
virtue of the very tolerance that they would 
deny to the ineffable Smith. They themselves 
have frequently invoked Article I as their au- 
thority for free speech in St. Louis, and they 
have done so successfully. There are many thou- 
sands of people in St. Louis who hate Communists 
and all they stand for, but whose love for an 
American principle transcends that hatred. 


Hundreds of times in the last few generations, 


St. Louis has been “invaded” by speakers who 
were considered by many to be “enemies” of the 
Republic. We have had the “anarchistic inva- 
sions” of Emma: Goldman and Alexander Berk- 
man, They spoke here, but the city did not go 
anarchist. We have had the “Socialistic inva- 
sions” of Norman Thomas. He has often spoken 
here, but the city has not gone Socialist. We 
have had the “Communist invasion” of the Com- 
munist party, but the city has not gone -Com- 
munist. 

Nor, believing as we do in the good sense and 
calm judgment of a city which has permitted 
agitators and crackpots of all sorts to “invade” 
its boundaries, is it conceivable that St. Louis 
will go Fascist after Gerald L. K. Smith speaks. 

The political philosophy of democracy is not 
too weak and too fragile to withstand the argu- 
ments of dissenters in its midst. In fact, it is 
proof of its power and strength that it leaves 
men free to speak and think as they choose. It 
is the glory of democracy that it stands for 
human freedom—freedom for the thought it 
hates, freedom for Communists, freedom for an- 
archists and Socialists, freedom even for dema- 
gogues like Smith. : 

We are fighting this war to preserve this 
freedom for ourselves and to make it possible 
for other peoples all over the world to enjoy it. 
Then should we deny it to a man like Smith, 
this confessing that what he says is too dan- 
gerous for us to hear, thus confessing that this 
blatherskite endangers the nation, thus driving 
him and his supporters underground, where they 
would be more dangerous than they are if kept 
in the open? To gag him would provide grist for 
his mill. 

There are g@ lot of Americans who have seen 
Communists under their beds in the last 20 
years. Now, it seems, the Communists are see- 
ing Fascists under their beds. We should like to 
reassure the Communists of St. Louis that the 
F. B, I, and other Government agencies are care- 
fully policing Gerald lL. K. Smith and, if he ever 
becomes a danger to the United States, he will 
be quickly stowed away. ‘ 

Meantime, a principle is at stake here—the 
principle of free speech. That principle, we re- 
mind the local* Communists, who have been its 
beneficiaries, is not to be swept aside by every 
passing and transitory bogey-man. 
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Mr. Knox .Warns of U-Boats 


The words of Secretary. Knox at his press con- 
ference yesterday were worth attention, for two 
reasons. First, because he gave out the good 
news that our Navy now has 900 warships, not 
including “small stuff.” Second, because he ex- 
pressed. a soberly realistic view on the U-boat 
danger, which has attracted little attention since 
Allied ship losses have fallen to a low figure. 
However, says Mr. Knox, “the war isn’t over. 
The Germans have a tremendous number of sub- 
marines in reserve and at any time may decide 
on a fresh foray.” 

Mr. Knox hasn't always felt this way about 
the treacherous tactics of the U-boat. Barly in 
1942, he announced the submarine problem was 
under control or about to be mastered. Packs 
of U-boats descended upon our coastal waters 
soon after and perpetrated a literal massacre of 
shipping ‘within sight of shore. In February, 
1943, Mr. Knox said that the submarine threat 
was virtually eliminated from our waters, and 
steady progress wag being made against it else- 
where, but the sinkings went on. 

Recent statements by Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, 
Churchill on submarine warfare have been con- 
siderably more optimistic than the Navy Secre- 
tary’s ds of yesterday. However, it is a good

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Mr. Daniels’ Mistake 


The belated testimony of Jonathan Daniels, 
administrative assistant to President Roosevelt, 
confirms what already was suspected, namely, 
that the administration was ready to sacrifice 
a faithful, honest, clean, progressive public serv- 
ant for the sake of political expediency, It shows 
how Administrator Harry Slattery of the RBA, 
who was fighting in Washington on the side of 
progressive liberalism long before the advent of 
the New Deal, was to have been chucked over- 
board in the interest of “harmony.” 

It is a tribute to Mr. Daniels that, when he 
was released from the confidential relationship 
which he regarded as going with his White 
House job, he made a frank disclosure to the 
Senate Agriculture Subcommittee of his unsuc- 
cessful efforts to obtain Mr. Slattery’s resigna- 
tion. He thought the elimination of Mr. Slattery 
as REA Administrator would smooth over a 
troubled situation and the REA would go on 
under new management. 

Problems as fundamental as this one are not 
solved by stich appeasement. Administrator Slat- 
tery stood in the way of promoters who wished 
to use funds of the rural electric co-operatives 
for improper purposes. He became at once the 
object of q bitter, ruthless attack, so loud and 
political that it was heard far and wide. It is 
understandable that the President, carrying the 


enormous burdens of war, would have asked an 
assistant to settle the dispute as quietly as 
possible, 

There was no excuse, however, for compromis- 
ing the principle of good, clean administration 
of a useful governmental agency at the behest 
of a crew who had been disappointed in their 
attempts to use that agency for their own benefit. 
Mr. Daniels should know now that the best way 
to settle such a disturbance is to uphold the 
hand of a good public servant ‘and send the 
trouble-makers on their way. 
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A Swelling Tide 


The tide that started to run for the Repub- 
licans in 1942 reached proportions of a ground 
swell in yesterday's special congressional elec- 
tion in Colorado. In the State’s First District, 
including all the City of Denver, a Republican 


was elected for-the first time since 1932, to. 


fill a vacancy. His plurality over the Demo- 
cratic candidate was 2978, 

In balloting heavier than was expected, the 
Republican candidate, Dean M. Gillespie, a Den- 
ver business man, received 41,148 votes to 38,440 
for his Democratic opponent, Maj.*Carl E, Wuer- 
tele, a retired hero of the present war. The 
Republican campaigned as an avowed foe of 
“bureaucracy and: New Deal stuff’; the Demo- 
crat, as a supporter of the administration. 

The tremendous shift indicated by this election 
will bring elation to Republican leaders who 
have been counting on continuation and growth 
of the trend toward their party. There certainly 


can be no grain of comfort in it for the Demo- 


crats, in view of their losses since 1940. Prest- 
dent Roosevelt carried the district four years 
ago by 9600, when the State went for Wendell 
Willkie, In the regular congressional election 
of 1942, the Democrat won by 8060. 

Significance ig added to this latest straw in 
the wind by the chain of Republican successes 
beginning with the early 1943 special election 
in the Sixth Missouri District, when huge Re- 
publican gains were scored in a district which 
the G. O. P. already had won in the regular elec- 
tion of 1940. Republican victories sjnce then in 
the election of a Lieutenant-Governor in New 
York, Governors in New Jersey and Kentucky, 
and in other minor victories, have piled high the 
hopes of the Republican leaders, 

Students of political trends will observe, too, 
that the Colorado election is a test of sentiment 
in (1) a big city, and (2) a Western state, Im- 
portant Republican gaing. heretofore have been 
made in the Central and Hastern states. Under 
normal circumstances, it would be easy to 
prophesy that 1944 would be a Republican year. 
Even in wartime, it is obvious the Democrats 
are in mortal danger, at least as far ag control 
of Congress is concerned.

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Time to Stay on the Job 

It is to be hoped that the Constitutional Con- 
vention will. not find it necessary to recess for 
the period of the special session of the Legisla- 
ture. The duration of the legislative session is 
unpredictable, but even a relatively short inter- 
ruption of the Constitutional Convention at this 
time would be unfortunate, 

Having to give up use of quarters in the State 
Capitol will cause inconvenience to the conven- 
tion delegates. It is likely, however, that other 
quarters may be procured in Jefferson City 
where the work of revising the Constitution can 
be carried on without delay. After having been 
in session for more than five months, the con- 
vention is at the stage where the public expects 
action and would look with disfavor on any un- 
necessary postponement,

Delay Is Dangerous 


The Municipal Airport Commissiop is sensibly 
moving forward with its plans for a second 
major air terminal at Columbia Bottoms. Ap- 
praisers are at work, and price talks with land 
owners are under way. At Monday’s meeting, 
Public Service Board President Kinsey was au- 
thorized to state the city’s case before the Civil 
Aeronautics Commission at any time that hear- 
ings are being conducted on new air routes, and 
presumably will be able to say that St. Louis 
can offer postwar traffic at least two first-class 
airports. 

The test will come, of course, when the Board 


of Aldermen is presented with an ordinance to 


finance the purchase of certain parcels of Co- 
lumbia Bottoms property. It ig hoped that the 
Aldermen have considered the problem carefully, 
modified their original stand and are ready to 
advance the interests of the whole community. 
Any further delay in settling the second airport 
question would put us dangerously behind other 
Middle Western communities. After two years 
of study, two locations were offered by the 
County Planning Commission—Meramec Bottoms 
and Columbia Bottoms. The first has been re- 
jected ag not feasible for half a dozen reasons. 
An alternate proposal—Tesson Ferry—was flatly 
rejected by the County Planning Commission, 


. What is left, and is acceptable from the stand- 


points of economy, future development, expan- 
sion and unrestricted landing approaches, is Co- 
lumbia Bottoms. 

Under the most ideal conditions, two and a 
half years will be needed to develop the Bottoms 
to the primary stage as a major terminal. Tak- 
ing the Truman report figure—the aircraft in- 
dustry is now producing 40 per cent of our war 
material—and translating it into terms of the 
peacetime expansion of aviation, the need for 
building a second first-class field is emphasized 
more strongly than ever. Progress at Columbia 
Bottoms must not be further hobbled, lest the 
Air Age pass us by.

German defeat will come in 1944, and it will differ from the 
defeat of 1918, military expert predicts; he says the Wehrmacht 
will be subject to great enveloping movements, collapse on any 
front will mean disaster and Nazi military machine will crumble. 


Max Werner, Writer on Military Affairs, in Redbook Magazine 


Today we not only know who will win 
the war. We also know how, in what sit- 
uation, and with what methods the war in 
Europe will come to a close. Nineteen 
eighteen, the year of German defeat, will 
be repeated in 1944. 


In 1918, modgrn warfare was already in 
evidence. Toward the end of the First 
World War, two forms of fighting emerged 
which were then taken over by World 


War II: modern infantry battles and the . 


battles of material of fire and steel. This 
war added three new forms of fighting: 
the battle in depth, co-operation of arms 
and war of movement. 


It is remarkable that the Russians, whose 
strategy is of revolutionary origin, studied 
the experiences of the last war so much 
more closely and utilized them so much 
better than the militarily so-richly-en- 
dowed Germans. 

Massed armies locked in battle, battles of 
material, a ewift decision following the 
long war of attrition—here. lies the simi- 
larities between 1918 and 1944. But there 
are also essential differences between the 
closing years of the two wars. 


No More German Offensives 


The German Army was still on the of- 
fensive during the entire first half of 1918. 
The strategic tasks of the anti-German 
coalition were combined: defensive and of- 
fensiye. Even though Ludendorff’s offen- 
sives in the spring of 1918 were despera- 
tion offensives—-a gamble—the initiative at 
that time was still in German hands. 


In 1944, in contrast, there will be no Ger- 
man offensives. The offensive potential of 
the Wehrmacht was exhausted in 1943, The 
German attempts to take the offensive on 
the Russian front in July and November, 
1943, weré brief, abortive and futile. In 
1944, the Wehrmacht is purely on the de- 
fensive. 

The offensive operations of the anti-Ger- 
man coalition will also have a different 
character. The end of World War I was 
nothing but a slowly-advancing battle of 
position. Even the final battles of 1918 
were cumbersome. The German Army suc- 
cumbed to the pressure of tremendous pow- 
er—it was pushed back and bled white— 
but despite the German defeat, there were 
no battles of encirclement and annihilation, 

Foch was a past master at battering 
down the enemy front, which crumbled un- 
der blows from changing directions. But 
with the level of war techniques and the 
relationship between defense and attack, 
even the end of the war saw no war of 
movement, no genuine maneuver, 


Defenses Will Be Outflanked 


In 1944, all that will be different. Only 
the end of the war will show us the re- 
sults of the accumulated techniques of the 
modern war of movement, Aviation, tanks, 
mechanized artillery, motorized infantry, 
air-borne troops—all that will make for a 
different tempo at the end of this war, as 
compared with 1918, 


The fighting will include large slices 
of the European shores. Land war will 
here start out as landing war. Maneuver 
in length will first be borne by troopships. 
It will be carried across water, while the 
forces fan out along the shores. 


It will be a peculiar aspect of this war 


that sea power will carry out the first 
phase of the maneuver. Because the at- 
tack will emanate from the coasts, German 
defenses everywhere will be outflanked 
from the coasts. In 1944, large ‘enveloping 
movements will be executed against the 


Wehrmacht, a peril unknown to Hinden-® 


burg’s army in 1918. 


In 1944, the Red Army, too, will proceed 
with great offensive maneuvers of its own, 
in ground fighting. There will be no 
stabilization of the fronts in the Hast, not 
even temporarily. This will involve not 
merely a few dozen miles, as it did in 1918 
on the Western front, but hundreds of 
miles—distances that might stretch from 
Kiev to Vienna and from Mogilev to Berlin. 


All Fronts Will Be Decisive 


There will also be an interdependence 
between the fronts of a different kind from 
that which prevailed in 1918, At that time, 
the Italian and the Balkan fronts were sec- 
ondary. In 1944, however, all fronts will 
decide the war in their way. Complete fail- 
ure én ‘any one front will be a definite de- 
feat for Hitler Germany, which will be un- 
able to survive a single one of them, 


Collapse of one German front will thus 
not simply be a major regional reverse, 
but is bound to bring about the collapse 
of Germany’s entire defense throughout 
Europe. And herein will lie the mechan- 
ism of German defeat in 10944. Once a 
major front is breached, the other fronts 
cannot be held. 

Here is one more contrast to 1018: be- 
cause this war is a total war, its end in 
1944 will mark Germany’s total defeat. In 
1918, the German Army retreated, but it 
did not surrender. It was not taken pris- 
oner. 

In 1944, however, the German military 
machine will completely crumble in the 
course of the fighting itself and of Ger- 
man capitulation. In Nazi terminology, 
this will be a “Vernichtungssieg”—a victory 
of destruction. This does not mean the 
physical annihilation of the people, but 
the complete disintegration of German 
military organization,

We were faced, of course, with 
a tough dilemma. We had to have 
certain vital materials from South 
America and we wanted certai 
strategic bases. 

Spending millions of dollars, we 
upset the economies of several of 
these countries. A few people made 
money. For the majority, how- 
ever, it meant higher prices for 
the necessities of life. 

When I was in South America 
last fall, I felt the honeymoon was 
definitely over. There was a 
mounting resentment against us. 
We would find it difficult from 
now on to hold our own. Some of 
this was inevitable, some of it 
could have been avoided, in my 
opinion. 


A Case in Point. 


Bolivia is a case in point, We 
bought tin from Bolivia’s big mine 
owners who pay the Indians who 
work in their mines less than a 
subsistence wage. I think we could 
have put enough pressure on the 
Government and the mine owners 
to have made some light change in 
the living conditions of those min- 


ers. 

We didn’t do it. A year ago, 19 
men were shot and killed as a re- 
sult of a strike. We seemed to be 
allied with the Government and 
the mine owners responsible for 
that massacre. It was easy for 
Axis propaganda to play up the 
Colossus’ of the North as the yil- 
lain. 

Partly the fault lay with the in- 
eptitude of our Ambassador, 
Pierre Boal. He spent a great deal

When the Essentials Are Unknown 


HE next best thing to knowing is, as the saying goes, to know 

that you do not know. Fland is a case in point, We know 

the Soviet terms for an armistice, and we know that in con- 
formity with the Anglo-Soviet treaty the Russians have consulted 
the British and that the Britsh have approved the terms, 


Our temptation, then, is to ex- 
press an opinion, to say whether 
they are hard or mild terms, to 
talk about the Atlantic Charter 
and to profess to see in them a 
confirmation of our hopes or our 
fears about Soviet policy. 

But in fact we lack the essen- 
tial information on which to have 
any sure opinion about these 
terms. The Soviets have offered 
the Finns the choice of rounding 
up and interning the German 
troops now in England or of let- 
ting the Red Army come in to 
deal with these German troops. 

Now obviously if Finland is to 
get out of the war, the German 
troops.in Finland have to be dis- 
posed of. But in order to judge 
whether the Finns can do what) 
the Italians could not do, we have 
to know the real strength and 
the position of the German troops. 
Only if we know that are we en- 
titled to an opinion on whether, 
as the price of not being occupled 
by the Red Army, the Soviets 
have asked the Finns to do the 
possible or the impossible. 


Widely Different Estimates. 


Even in official quarters in 
Washington there are widely dif- 
ferent estimates of the military 
situation in Finland. There are 
some who believe the German 
forces to be only two or three di- 
visions, say 50,000 to 60,000 troops 
in all. Others believe there there 
are five to eight German divisions, 
geany 150,000 troops. The Finnish 
Army is estimated at 350,000 to 
400,000 men, and Finland is not 
now wholly mobilized, 


Obviously it makes a great dif-| 
ference whether the Finns out- | 


number the Germans as seven is 
to one, or only as three is to one. 
At the higher ratio, they might 
arrest the Germans and intern 
them. At the lower ratio, con- 
sidering the desperation of the 
Germans and the inevitable half- 
heartedness of the Finns it might 
take a hard campaign inside of 
Finland before the Germans were 
“interned.” 


Not the Only Case. 


All this would clearly have a 
great bearing upon how badly 
devastated Finland would be, and 
upon whether, if the Red Army 
came in to deal with the Ger- 
mans, it would be occupying the 
populated region of Finland or 
fighting in the much less popu- 
lated northern territory. 

Finland is not the only case 
where, without knowledge of the 
military situation and of opera- 
tional plans, opinions about poli- 
tics and ideology are wunwar- 
ranted. The vexatious problems 
of the Balkans and Turkey are 
simply unintelligible without mili- 
tary knowledge which, even if the 
' commentators had it, could not be 
discussed freely without terrific 
danger to future operations. The 
facts now known about the past 
history of the Italian campaign 
are an illustration of what some 
of the real considerations are. 

The event has shown that Mus- 
eolini fell and Italy collapsed be- 
fore our armies were ready to ex- 
piloit the victory. In Italy laat 
summer, unlike Finland today, 
there were no powerful forces 
which could selze control of the 
country before the Germans took 
control of it. Because of that we 
got only the Italian islands, the| 


foot of Italy and the fleet. Be- 
cause of that, we have had to 
make political decisions though 
the main part of Italy is not in 
our hands. Because of it, we 
have had to make very difficult 
and elaborate military decisions 
about the kind of strategy, how 
far to go, how large forces we 
ought to commit, in the Italian 
campaign. 


A Direct Bearing. 


And these decisions or com- 
promises have had a direct bear- 
ing upon the fighting at Cassino 
and the Anzio bridgehead, upon 
our relations with the Balkans, 
which are across the Adriatic. 
Without more knowledge of these 
military fundamentals than we 
have, or could discuss, we cannot 
talk intelligently, or even intel- 
ligibly, about Marshal Tito or 
Gen. Mikhailovitch, or Bulgaria, 
or Greece, or a good many other 
exceedingly interesting things. 


It is not possible either without 
knowledge of the military funda- 
mentals to say much that is useful 
about the speech which Gen. 
Smuts himself called explosive, or 
about why Mr. Eden was so de- 
pressed in his recent speech to the 
House of Commons, or about the 
leading editorial in “The Times,” 
of London, on Germany, or about 
Marshal Stalin’s message to the 
President where he said that “the 
time is near” for the final defeat 
of Germany “on the basis of the 
agreements reached at Moscow 
Teheran. 


The Times Editorial. . 


It may, however, be usefil to 
say something about the editorial 
in “The Times.” When “Pravda” 
published the now celebrated 
rumor from Cairo, it was uni- 
versally assumed tha nothing is 
published in “Pravda” which is 
not an instrument of Soviet policy. 
It is not wholly clear what an 
editorial in “The Times” speaks 
for in England, But that it speaks 
something more than the private 
views of the editor will, in view of 
the history of that great news- 
paper, be universally assumed. 
Therefore, there are bound to be 
searching questions asked all over 


the world as to why “The ‘Times” 


chose this comment to insist upon 
the central importance of Ger- 
many in “European unity,” and 


just what it means by “Europe.” 


The issues at stake are too big 
to be dealt with in ambiguous 
phrases, and “European unity” is 
a wholly ambiguous phrase. Does 
Europe include Great Britain and 
Russia: then, since they are states 
which extend far beyond Europe 
into Africa and Asia, why talk of 
European unity when in fact it 
would mean unity embracing so 
large a part of the world? Does 
Europe include Great Britain, but 
not Russia: then “The Times is 
playing with dynamite. Does 
Europe include neither Russia nor 
Great Britain: then “The Times” 
is proposing a Europe in which 
Germany would undoubtedly be 
the overwhelmingly dominant 
power, 

Any way you choose to take it, 
you find a most dangerous con- 
fusion, whith those who are not 
the friends of Britain will inflate 
into arguments about British 
policy which it is very difficult in- 
deed to rebut,

Total of $728,251 Realized in 
First Week of Drive for 
2 Million.

FLY THINKS JAP 
SPIES USED GABLE 
AT PEARL HARBOR 


Says No Radio Sets Were 
Found; Points Out Reg- 
ular Communications 


Were Not Censored. 


| WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP). 
—Japanese naval forces lurking 
off Pearl Harbor just before mak- 
ing their sneak attack on Dec, 7, 
1941, probably got military and 
weather information through reg- 
ular cable channels which were 
not censored at the time, Chair- 
man James Ll. Fly of the Federal 
Communications Commission tes- 
tified today. 

The commission had maintained 
constant surveillance for many 
weeks before the attack without 
finding any illicit short-wave 
radio stations, Fly told the House 
committee which is investigating 
the FCC, 

Fly and Representative Miller 
(Rep.), St. Louis, who was doing 
much of the questioning, clashed 
sharply several times. 

Miller asserted yesterday that 
‘the administration was trying to 
gag the inquiry and, if it suc- 
'ceeded, the real truth about the 
Pearl Harbor situation might 
never come out, 

Fly said his agency was in the 
clear, that the charges “would be 
funny if they weren't so serious.” 

As a graduate of the Naval 
Academy in 1920, Fly was asked 
by Miller if the Japanese navy 
could have made its attack with- 
out radio intelligence. 

“I’m reluctant to attempt an ex- 
pert opinion,” Fly replied. He 
added however, that radio intelli- 
gence would be “extremely valu- 
able” to any task force, 

Representative Magnuson 
(Dem.), Washington, said Japa- 
nese workmen were employed at 
the Navy yard at Pearl Harbor 
until the attack. Fly added that 
any one of them could have kept 
the Japanese consul informed of 
all details. The consulate had in- 
creased its cable activity with 
Tokyo greatly prior to Dec. 7, 
Fly said, and this was the likely 
channel] for the Japanese fleet to 
obtain what it needed. 

“You must remember there was 
a peacetime condition and they 
were not subject to censorship,” 
he said. 

Magnuson disclosed that the 
Navy “now is checking” all angles 
and expects to make a report “on 
what they found out about the 
whole matter” as soon as possible. 

Miller asked Fly what he knew 
about “what happened to an Amer- 


\ican force of destroyers and light : 
cruisers in Alaskan waters as a 
result of information sent out by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission?” 

Fly said he had no knowledge 
of such an incident. There was no 
further development of what was 
meant,

Donnelly, however, got 
away from this “courtesy” rule in | 
the 1943 Legislature when he made 
a motion to take from the Senate 
Banking Committee a bill permit- 
ting banks to go into the small 
loan business at advantageous in- 
terest rates, higher than the legal 
banking rate of 8 per cent but 
only about half the rate which 
the regular small loan companies 
are permitted to charge. 

Although Donnelly frequently

legislation. 


One of the outstanding instances | 
was the celebrated Kansas City | 
police bill in the 1939 Legislature. | 


A major move by Gov, Stark in 


this fight to break the power of 


the corrupt Pendergast political 
machine in Kansas City was the 
introduction of a bill to take con- 
trol of the Kansas City Police De- 
partment from the Pendergast 
machine and create a department 
under control of the State. Every 
possible organization political in- 
fluence was brought to bear to 
prevent the pasasge of the bill, to 
save the political Police Depart- 
ment and to defeat the Governor.

After the bill passed the House, | 
late ‘n the session, the tactics of 
the political machine was to at- 
tempt to amend it in the Senate | 
to necessitate its return to the 
House, where it probably would | 
have been killed on reconsidera- 
tion,.

An Expert on How 
To Annoy People

ETTING to know Frank Libuse, the comic 
G star of the Olsen and Johnson “Sons O’ Fun” 
show at the American this week, is a process

‘Remember,’ I told 
her before we went on the first time, ‘no matter 
what I do to you out there, don’t lose your com- 
posure.’ Then we went out and I doublecrossed 
her. I didn’t do a thing to her that we had re- 
hearsed. 1 did do just about everything else, 
though, that I could think of. What a beating 
that poor girl took. ‘Why, Mr. Libuse,’ she said, 
when we went off, ‘Why did you do all those 
things to me?’ “That was to teach you not to 
trust me,’ I said, ‘also to test your powers of 
composure.” Miss Brander, you theatergoers will 
doubtless agree, is still passing that test with 
dignity unimpaired.

A reader now asks “When writ- 
ing a brief message on my visiting card, to be sent (1) with 
flowers to a sick friend? (2) To a funeral?, shall the title be 
stricken from the engraved name?” 

In answer to (1) the name is left as engraved and you 
write, “With love, Mary” or “So sorry you have been ill, M. K. 
G.” In other words, a line is never drawn through the title 
when there is an additional signature written by hand, Nor 
is the title “Mrs.” ever crossed off since the name left would 
be that of the husband and not of the wife. (2) With flowers 
addressed “to the funeral of” names are left as engraved under 
the message “With sympathy.” A personal message is often 
signed “M. K. G.” or “Mary,” or, unless he signs his name else- 
where, a line should always be drawn through “Mr.” and usually 
through “Miss.”

From Elders

6¢¥ T takes about two years for 
| a baby to learn to talk and 
' from fifty to seventy-five 
years to keep its mouth shut.” 
This is the latest addition to 
the list of immortal American 
epigrams. Who is responsible for 
it? I have seen it ascribed to 
“Town Talk” of Denver. 
Besides the wisdom in it, there 
is the statistical fact that speech 
begins on the average at about 
the age of two. Between the ages 
of two and four rapid strides are 
made, every month showing ad- 
Vance over the previous month. 
After four the rate of improve- 
ment slows down. By the time the 
child reaches the first grade his 
speech in major aspects is similar 
to that of an — 


* T 

SPEECH MUST naturally wait 
on other phases of brain develop- 
ment, At birth the hearing centers 
are almost completely undevel- 
oped. It takes a loud noise to wake 
a baby. Sight at first is confused, 
hardly more than light, darkness 
and large confused objects are 
distinguished, and probably the 
baby sees everything upside down. 
Speech is useless to one who can- 
not distinguish the word for an 
object, and who doesn’t even dis- 
tinguish one object from another. 

e baby learns that some 
sounds command attention—to get 
food when it is hungry. So it cries 
or mutters and food is brought. 
Here—‘“a boy’s best friend is his 
mutter” — (acknowledgements to 
Mr. ¥. P. Adams, on “Information 
Please”). 

But at about two to two and a 
half . years, the preliminary 
groundwork for speech has been 
laid down in the nervous system. 
The cells and fibers of the hearing 
center are mature, and the baby 
realizes that sounds, including the 
speech of adults, mean something. 
The vision of the eyes is fused and 
turned right side up and his world 
is full of objects for which he 
wants a name, 

x * * 


IMITATION is the baby’s method 
of learning to talk. This imposes 
a great obligation on parents. 
Imitative speech certainly sticks. 
I suppose that even in such a dim 
distant future as when Mr. Roose- 
velt is no longer President of the 
United States, children from Geor- 
gia will be pronouncing “sir,” 
“guh,” and children from Massa- 
chusetts will be pronouncing the 
way they do (which cannot be in- 
dicated by print). The speech 
troubles that bother some parents 
all come from imitation—swear- 
ing, slurring, slang. They are not 
really troubles: they simply show 
the baby is alivée—alert. 

Delayed speech is probably the 
commonest real worry of parents. 
Organic defects — deafness, men- 
tal deficiency—are @ as causes, 
Common are environmental situa- 
tions; such as: 

Bilingualism—Children who are 
brought up in a bilingual house- 
hold and try to learn two lan- 
guages are, unless excessive care 
is exercised, backward in both. 

Lack of chance to learn—The 
way a child talks is the third most 
important thing in his life, after 
vision and hearing, Parents should 
take the utmost pains to speak 
slowly, distinctly and simply. 

Lack of motivation—Older peo- 
ple understand what little the 
child says, so he has no reason to 
enlarge his speech. When thrown 
with children its own age, this is 
changed,

Suggestions for Seed Selection 


Choose Seeds and Plan Your Garden to Get Most From the Space Available - 


UT a big brown Grizzly Bear 
P next to a sleek little Cinnamon 
Bear and you have an idea of 
the difference between an Imper- 
ator and an Oxheart Carrot or « 
Break o’ Day and a Rutgers To- 
mato. It’s up to the man behind 
the hoe to have the low-down on 
the vegetables that will do best in 
his garden. The catalogues aren’t 
much help; Beautiful pictures and 
-~Quth-watering descriptions of 
practically every one of the dozens 
of vegetables are little help to 
sensible selections. 
A triple check on what to grow 
is in order. 'To the first, you have 
the answer on the tip of your 
tongue! For instance, . 
kale and salsify are crossed off 
my list without a minute wasted, 
“hey don’t pass the first test; we 
don’t like them! Go a little slowly 
on the taste test, for often home- 
grown and fresh-picked make a 
big taste difference in vegetables. 
A test row of kohirabi last year 
proved it one of the best-flavored 
members of the cabbage family. 
Keep in mind a well-balanced diet 
when you make up the list of the 
vegetables your family likes, and 
figure on one or two “dark horses” 
for short trial rows. 
Our second check on seed buy- 
ing challenges each vegetable’s 
production a — < garden row. 


HE green leafy vegetatbles are 

tops in high yield and space 

economy. Lettuce, chard, kale, 
spinach, beet and turnip ens 
and Chinese or celery cabbage, 
pass the nutrition, the high yield 
and the easy-to-grow tests with 
flying colors. Pick your favorites 
and expect big results from com- 
paratively few feet of garden row. 

Tomatoes prove that stream- 
lining and smal] size aren’t al- 
ways the answer to getting oe 

+) 
matter what the weather or the 
soil in your garden, simple tactics 
promise “E” for tomatoes to all 
V-gardeners. Go in for radishes 
and for onions from plants or sets 
because a few feet offer quick 
proof of the tasty satisfaction of. 
growing your own. 

Peas Pe so magnificently some 
seasons that they make up for all 
the years between. Maybe this is 
the year! It’s worth the chance 
for the taste treat that challenges 
all superlatives. Besides the pre- 
cious harvest, it is good to know 
that the follow-up crop for the 
pea rows will grow better because 
of its first occupants. 

Space economy is a back-saver 
for us food growers, but some 
garden space-hogs offer so much 
in nutrition and taste satisfaction 


that the experienced gardener 
tries to include them in his plan. 
Corn, potatoes and sweet potatoes, 
the cabbage family, including 
broccoli, kohlrabi, brussels sprouts, 
etc., peppers, eggplant and the 
cucumber and squash family; 
they’re all easy to grow in our 
gardens if you can meet their 
space demands, 


Beans are among the old relia- 
bles that belong on every list. 
Most people like beans; they 
usually produce well and its only 
the question of “kind to grow” 
that has the rookies on the de- 
fensive. 

Which brings us to the question 
of variety. The list of bean varie- 
ties takes up pages in most cata- 
logues. Old timers have their fa- 
vorites and the alert veterans keep 
up with new developments. First 
off, you should know that the 
bush types reach picking time ear- 
lier than the pole or eileibinn va- 
rieties, but usually have a shorter 
bearing season. To my taste, the 
bush varieties have better quality. 
Keystonian bush beans won an 
all-America award this year and 
I’m going to try them. Stringless 
Green Pod, Full Measure und Ten- 


degreen are also all-around excel- 
lent bush beans for our locality. 
Kentucky Wonder is the standby 
for pole beans. 


‘Lima beans have been greatly 
improved in the past few years. 
Baby Fordhook, Henderson and 
Burpee are top varieties for the 
bush limas, and King of the Gar- 
den for the climbers, Edible soy- 
beans to be eaten green or dried, 
rate an “E” for production and 
food value. The new variety are 
being developed for good taste. 
Beets offer Crosby's Egyptian 


for a quick grower with attractive 


green tops that have excellent 

flavor and crispness for salads and 

cooked greens. Detroit Dark Red 
is my favorite variety for the late 
fall garden. 

Broccoli is, at times, confused 
ith Cauliflower in the catalogue 
tings. Calabrese or Italian Green 

Sprouting is the Broccoli that car- 

ries-en in my campaign from early 

spring right through the season. 

Usually advised as a mid or late 

season planting for late cutting, 

I’ve found it much hardier in this 

locality than the books say. 
Cabbage is usually just cabbage, 

unless you grow your own plants 


from seed. Then you can choose 
the time of maturity and the type. 
For early, middle and late season, 
there are the pointed Jersey 
Queen, the round Marion Market, 
and the flat head Danish Ball. 
Savoy is the curly-leafed cabbage, 
very superior in flavor to my taste. 
ots are a problem in heavy 
clayish soil. Oxheart is a short, 
blunt carrot variety that will win 
through where the long, slender 
Imperator and Chantenay cannot 
hold their own. Where the going 
is tough, its best to sacrifice extra 
flavor for good production. 
s: 2 
C comparative newcomer to the 
vegetable list that has won top 
rating on our menus, Chihli, I’ve 
found, has the best heading and is 
hardiest in our locality; it is the 
tall variety. 

In Peas, its Little Marvel, Lax- 
ton’s Progress, Gradus and Hun- 
dredfold, if you want the big, juicy, 
sweet kinds. They’re all bush type 
and the so-called “‘wrinkled” varie- 
ties which means something to the 
seed but not to the crop you pick. 
An old French custom that’s com- 
ing into favor here, is to grow the 
edible pod peas that are cooked 
and eaten like snap beans. The 
whole pod, without shelling, goes 
into the pot for a tender, sweet 
and vitamin-full vegetable. Tall 
Melting Sugar is the better pro- 
ducing of the two varieties though 
the Dwarf Gray Sugar is also good. 

Tampala is a new instead-of- 
spinach green that has just been 
introduced into this part of the 
world from India and China. The 
flavor is more delicate and the 
plant seems to be hardier through- 
out the season under most condi- 
tions than spinach. But you'll 
probably still want a row of 
Bloomsdale longstanding spinach 
for your first and earliest crop of 
greens. 

Tomatoes are the most thankful 
of all the crops we can grow here- 
abouts. They deserve and will 
have an article to themselves 
shortly. 

Corn developments give us a 
new Golden Bantam hybrid with a 
promise of much earlier maturity 
and good quality—Gold Rush is 
what you'll ask for. Marcross and 
Spancross, as well as the new IIli- 
nois hybrids developed for drouth 
resistance, might also be on your 
list, 

Quantities, especially of the de- 
sirable varieties, are quite short 
this year—don’t put off your seed 
order, or you may have to be satis- 
fied with ammunition that’s going 
to make your victory more diffi- 
cult, MARGARET PINKUS.

Many of my readers will gasp at 
the two bids made by North, and 
will be even more incredulous that 
I should have designated him en 
expert. The fact remains that the 
final contract was correct and 
was easily fulfilled after West's 
normal lead of a club, whereas 
four spades could not have been 
made against reasonably good de- 
fense. 

There was considerably more 
method in North’s apparent mad- 
ness than some critics will observe. 
On the first round, North was dis- 
tinctly too strong for a single 
raise, but not quite strong enough 
for the double raise that was al- 
most sure to commit the partner~- 
ship to a four (or higher) spade 
contract. Hence he made the “in 
between” response of two dia- 
monds. The fact that he had noth- 
ing in that suit was comparatively 
unimportant—if South vigorously 
raised diamonds North always 
could return to the higher ranking 
spade suit. 

On the second round North 
merely had the courage to follow 
up his previous diagnosis of the 
situation. Surely, five spade tricks 
would be just as valuable at no 
trump as at a spade contract, and 
it looked highly probable that 
South might be able to produce 
four other tricks at no trump, 
whereas he might not find the 
five outside: tricks needed at 
apades, 
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grow out of it, and need not be 
tortured with a diet.
